Osborndale Herd Dispersal May 8-9 


The decision has now been made to disperse the Osborndale herd. The sale will take place at th 
farm (now officially known as Osborndale State Park) on May 8th and 9th. 


The herd has been kept intact, no animals being added, and none sold except at consignment sales 
or to purchasers of young bulls. Fred M. Nichols, the master breeder who created the herd, has been 
left in complete charge and will so remain until sale day. He will be assisted by Hans Jensen, Warren 
\ndersen, and other loyal Osborndale personnel. 


Students of Holstein history say that no herd ever sold at dispersal has offered so many generations 
of high production on the cow family side of the pedigrees. These cow families resu't from over three 
decades of continuous official testing. Only the top transmitting and producing families have been able 
to survive the rigorous competition necessary to remain in the herd. 


Therefore, these students of the breed have convinced me that the sale catalog should carry a whole 
extra generation beyond those given in the most famous Holstein dispersals. As a result, a five gen- 
eration catalog is being prepared, designed by Professor James M. Osborn (author of the Holstein Hand- 
book), with pedigree research by Horace A. Backus. My purpose is to make available permanently the 
published record of a great chapter of achievement in Holstein history.

Some Interesting Figures on Coffee

Coffee Bureau. The study covered 8,000 selected inter 
views in which respondents were asked concerning bever 
age consumption on the previous day. Unfortunately, the 
figures given only habits. 

The tabulation shows nearly 25 percent (1948 of the 
8000) who drank no coffee at all. However, on the basis 
of this study, they estimate U. S. per capita coffee con 
sumption for total civilian population over ten years at 
2.5 cups per day. They state that this figure is substan 
tially in line with industry figures on coffee importations. 

The coffee industry is thus not an out-and-out rival of 
the dairy industry. We have been very correct in adopt 
ing resolutions urging that milk be served at all dairy 
gatherings served and a large and 
growing percentage of dairy and breeder organizations 
are now following that practice. This, however, does not 
preclude serving coffee also for those who want it. 

It must be admitted that for a great many people a 
meal is a complete fizzle without coffee. This writer does 
not happen to be in this category but recognizes the 
situation that exists. We think there is no point in the 
dairy industry trying to fight that situation. We find an 
increasing number of coffee drinkers who regularly drink 
a glass of milk also with their meals, and this practice 
might well be promoted to the benefit of both the uset 
and the dairy industry. 

As Holstein breeders, we might have a kindly feeling 
for the coffee growing industry from another angle as 
the main for the economies of several 
countries that have been valued buyers of top Holsteins 
here.

Key Volume Problem 

The New York Association, as reported elsewhere in 
this issue, adopted a resolution asking the National Board 
to reconsider its December meeting action in the matter of 
publishing further Key Volumes of the Green book. 

Every fourth or fifth year since 1913, the Association 
has published a so-called Key Volume of the Year Book, 
carrying the record information that had accrued since 
the previous Key book. This system greatly facilitated use 
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of the books in pedigree preparation or othe: studies. 

With the growth of the Herd Test, this procedure 
takes On more serious aspects of cost. A Key Volume would 
now require three separate bound sections and the cost 
was estimated to be about $45,000. The last single volume 
cost $12,500. This difference of $32,500 spread over the 
four year period would add about $8,000 a year of extra 
expense. From this angle, the amount does not look quite 
so serious but the Board felt it was prudent to make this 
Saving. 

Users of the book particularly pedigree péople 
feel strongly that this comparatively small economy puts 
the squeeze on them and their customers to a degree that 
would be likely to have very serious consequences 

They state that the extra time required to compile a 
pedigree would pose a serious problem in rush seasons 
and that the extra expense involved would be very likely 
to cause many commercial herds selling to take the econom- 
ical way of a simple sales list, without pedigrees. 

If this analysis is correct, such a trend obviously 
would not be in the best interest of the Association, for 
the next step is failure to transfer and to keep up regis 
trations. 

As a substitute for the Key Volume, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada went even further a few 
years ago and dropped publication of their Year Book 
entirely. To take its place they set up a commercial pedi 
gree department to serve the industry in Canada. 

They have done quite a job and this department is at 
last Operating without loss even though they have had to 
build on an addition to their office building. Their 
problem, however, is not comparable to the one that 
would face our Association in a similiar undertaking be- 
cause of the difference in the size of the industry. The 
whole of the Canadian sale business equals about 4 the 
amount handled by one of our pedigree companies alone. 

We feel the Board is to be commended for reviewing 
periodically the various services of our Association and 
dropping any that do not measure up to present needs 
in these changing times. The Board should, and we think 
does, welcome constructive discussion of its acts, as an 
interested membership is a great asset for any service 
organization. 

In the past, the Board has shown willingness to re 
consider matters of rules and procedure when new points 
of view were brought to its attention and we hope they 
may take that position in the matter that is now being 
brought to it by resolution of the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Association.

MOLASSES FEEDING SURVEYED 
IN USDA MARKETING 


Use of molasses as livestock feed is 
increasing, says a marketing research 
report just released by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Relatively satisfactory prices for 
molasses in comparison to other feeds 
has encouraged feeders to mix molas- 
ses with low-value roughages, thereby 
increasing the palatability and digesti- 
bility of such low-value feeds as corn- 
cobs, straw, and cotton stalks 
hulls. The extent to which feeders 
were able to reduce feed cost by mix- 
ing with other feeds was 
dependent largely on the size of their 
feeding operations and the volume 
of bulk molasses that could be de- 
livered at one time. Improved ap 
pearance of animals being fed molasses 
was mentioned frequently by feeders 
as a reason for using the product 

The problem of supplying molasses 
to feeders in remote areas is an 
stacle to further expansion of the 
markets. Inadequate handling, stor- 
ing, and feeding facilities, particularly 
with the smaller feeders, is a deter- 
rent to the use of molasses. This lack

Of these 7008 “high mileage Hol- 
steins”, 711 have lifetime records of 
more than 150,000 Ibs. of milk.

With high replacement costs an in- 
creasingly prominent factor in dairy 
farm economics, registered Holstein 
breeders the country over are stress- 
ing longevity in their herds.

Don’t Pamper Heifers 


Some years ago I remember seeing 
a large firm buy all the top cows at all 
the sales around, and at the same time 
they bought the top bulls to breed 
them to. I was depressed with the 
feeling that the small breeder did not 
have much chance against this kind 
of competition. On my wav home 
from one of these sales I visited two 
or three of these large farms, and as I 
went down the rows of cows I saw 
many very good type cows that were 
fat, others with udder trouble, and 
many with low hanging udders. In 
fact there were not more than a few 
that I would have wanted to buy. I 
asked to see the heifers, and in each 
case was shown nice smooth young- 
sters in excellent condition. It was 
evident that they wanted their heif 
ers looking well all the time when 
anyone came to the farm. The breed- 
ing was really there, but I do not 
think that’s the heifers. 


way to raise 


I like to see calves or heifers with 
well placed teats, hanging straight 
down (not pointing out), and_ the 
udder just skin and teats. These us 
ually make the best udders. 


To produce a good dairy cow I feel 
that the calves may be well fed for the 
first six to eight months. Then I 
think they are better off to rough it 
until they are four or five months in 
calf. Heifers can be kept growing with 
less high protein and less fattening 
feed. We feed 
pounds of 


calves about five 
whole milk for three 
months. I think they might be better 
if they got whole milk for the first 
month and then skim milk. 


Someone is going to ask me at what 
age I breed my heifers. We try 
them calve at 24 to 32

of age, depending upon the heifer — 
her size and also a bit 
depends on the time you are going to 
need the milk. I believe the feed com- 
panies recommend feed and 
having them calve at two years of 
age, but I am inclined to think that 
we should feed more roughage, that 
if they calve a bit older they will 
make better cows, and that it will not 
cost as much to bring them to this 
stage. Hay, corn silage and grass are 
the cheapest feeds we have. Here 
again, you should study your own 
cattle, for they are all different.

Winter Exercise 

On one of our farms we have what 
used to be a shed or large box-stall 
beside the cow stable. In winter we 
let three cows out every day, the next 
three out at night, and so on, until 
the whole row been out either 
for a night or a day. In this way each 
cow is out every three or four days 
and this method seems to work out 
well, each cow getting some regular 
exercise during the winter months. 


has 


I mentioned before that I did not 
think cows should be fed too heavily 
at calving time. Cows well fed but 
not over-fed will produce milk more 
economically, will breed more regular- 
ly, and have less udder trouble than 
the cow that is pushed hard. The 
last 2,000 pounds from a crowded cow 
is the most expensive milk she can 
produce. The one advantage is that 
her offspring will sell for more money, 
but they are not really any better. 

One of the most costly things about 
a dairy herd now is veterinary service 
and drugs. Here an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure. We 
must detect disorders at the start. I 
believe mastitis to be our greatest 
worry among cows. Most of it is caused 
by poor milking and too heavy feed- 
ing, especially, as I mentioned before, 
in the first month or two of a lacta- 
tion. The other troublesome time is 
when we are drying a cow off. In our 
herd we watch them closely at this 
time and treat each teat with a boojie, 
or whatever antibiotic you may pre- 
fer, at the very first sign of any 
trouble. We give practically all of our 
cows calcium at the time of calving, 
usually as they We 


soon as calve.
